In-his role of peace-promotet, Sir 
‘George’ Paish_ recently visited

. “we were hoping that the world con- 
ference to be held in 1933 would 
adjust matters; but the . conference 
was a complete failure and nothing 
wos .accomplished, Adjustments at 
that time to relieve the dictator coun- 
tries might have sparad us thelr re- 
pettons and much of to-duy's trou-

“Mussolini sald to me that what 
the situation demanded for its ad- 
justment was free movement: of 
goods, people, services, capital, and 
eredit, No better ‘summary could 
havo been made of what was necea- 
sary—ond of what fs still necessary.

{ would like to put two points. 

The first is, {t would be difMfcult 
to see how this principle could be 
nonlicd wilhin the State without dis- 
aster because there are people who 
are not amennble to the appeal of 
fove, and equally there are people 
outside who would always tiave to Be 
restraincd from wrong dolna, 

Secondly, If a large proportion of 
fn nation resists,the law, actively or: 
passively, there is anarchy. To tho} 
eonsclentious objector, I would say: 
"Can you confidently affirm that the 
matter nt iysue is so serious that '{ 
would be better that the State rhonld 
come down Jn ruins ond that anarchy 
should reign?” If you con say “yee” 
to that, it seems to'me that you oz¢ 
justified in your course, . 3

Mr. Grant odded that In North 
China there were Japanese soldiers 
everywhere. They were dressed 
very badly; in fact, you could almost 
see deterioration in their ottfits 
daily, He had wished to see the 
Grent Wall outside Peking, but was 
discouraged by the. experience of an 
American friend, whose permit from 
the Jopanese Consul was simply 
taken from him by a Japanese rcldier 
when he went to sce the wall and 
‘orn up.
